In Anſwer to which, you may bereby under- 
ſtand, That its true ſich was the unbappineſs 
of the Age wherein we Liv'd, that too tos 
many were both Born and Bred up, yea 0ver- 
whelm'd in the Gulpb of Qu tkerilm, for th; 
aforeſaid me of Time, whereby we became 

as it were. faſt, rooted and grounded on that. 
Foundation, by .imbibin "5 many hurtful Artis 
chriſtjan ED which wers inſtilled into us 
.by our ers and Teachers : of whom we 
may as juſtly complain in one 'Jenſe, as the 
Prophet of the Lord, did from bis Mouth, 
Icaiah 9.16. The Leaders of -my People 
have cauſed them to Err. (By Fu r Lies and 
Lightneſs,) yet ſuch bas been the merciful 
Providence of God Almighty to many of His 
poor ſinful Creatures, that for ſome conſideraþle 
time paſt, He of His own good pleaſure, opened 
the Eyes of many f our Underſtandings, 
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whereby we began to receive from him ( Inſtru- 

mentally) ſome ſmall glance of Light, which 
we readily 1mbracing, and by our daily con-

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Nature made but one Perſon. Now I would 
farther query with the Quakers, or any in 
their behalf, Did the Light within Die?
